Our  ‘GLAD’  bulbs  are  exceptionally  fine  this  year,  which  fact  we  attribute  to  the 
early  drought  last  May  warning  us  to  be  on  guard,  which  we  certainly  were,  by 
mulching,  irrigating  (you  would  like  our  water  bill)  etc.,  so  that  they  had  much 
better  care  than  in  a  normal  season,  hence  the  best  bulbs  harvested,  young,  high 
crowned,  full  of  pep  and  ready  to  GO. 

‘GLADS’  are  probably  one  of  the  easiest  flowers  to  grow  in  your  garden  and  are 
not  particular  as  to  soil.  There  are  two  things  that  ‘GLADS’  do  demand,  sunshine 
and  water.  Plant  them  in  the  open  as  much  as  possible,  water  freely  once  a  week 
(when  necessary)  until  spike  shows,  then  every  few  days  being  sure  that  soil  is  wet 
down  at  least  6  inches.  Keep  well  cultivated,  feed  occasionally,  a  well  balanced  fer¬ 
tilizer.  (We  use  a  4-12-4)  any  extra  effort  you  may  expend  will  be  justly  rewarded 
with  just  that  much  better  bloom. 

Complete  instructions  are  sent  with  each  order.  ‘GLADS’  cut  when  first  few 
florets  open  will  last  over  a  week  in  water.  Change  the  water  daily  and  with  a  sharp 
knife  cut  about  a  quarter  inch  off  the  stem  on  a  slant.
